\$132,777 Bonds 
To Be Sold 
For Parking 


Bids on bonds to be sold to 
finance construction of Up- 
land’s downtown off-street 
parking lots will be received 
and opened tonight by Upland 
city council.

approximate amount of $132,-| 
777, the difference in the total 
cost of the project, $177,073, 
and the amount of assess- 
ments paid in cash by proper- 
; ty owners within the parking 
assessment district, a total of 
| $44,296. The deadline for re- 
ceiving these cash payments 
was Tuesday, and J. W. Al- 
exander of the city water of-| 
fice, where also receipts are 
handled, reported the final to- 
tal. On Monday,. only $13,000 
had been paid. 

Two alternate freeway exten-

Voice Must Be Strong 
Against Euclid ‘‘Bridge’’ 


“How much voice do local taxpayers have in de- 
termining conditions for building freeways?” 


That question has been asked other places and 
it is being asked here. It will be asked more frequently 
as preliminary work progresses on the so-called “Up- 

per” freeway. While it may be five or more years 
before there is actual work on the freeway, engineer- 
ing matters at present are being studied. General’ lo- 
cation of the proposed freeway is midway between 
1$th and 20th Sts. 


The local issue is not in location of the freeway 
but in the crossing at Euclid — will it be depressed 
or will it be on a bridge spanning the wide double- 
drive beautiful artery? Upland city councilmen are on 
record by resolution asking the California highway 
commission to construct a depressed route from Euclid 
to Mountain Aves. 


The Upland News and most Uplanders readily 
accept the location — a freeway route best suited to 
the needs of motorists. At the same time most residents 
are avidly in favor of a depressed crossing. Euclid 
Ave. is one of the historic and unique beauty spots

Highway commission officials would like the resi- 
dents of this community to quietly forget about the 
freeway. “It will be a long time before onything is 
done,” we are told. We accept that statement but at 
the same time, we must not forget that the commission 
engineers are planning for an overhead bridge.
